The strike of the butcher work 
men, which had been on for the last 
two months, waa oBScialiy declared i ?' 
off Thursday aight by President 
Michael J. Doaicily of the Amalga- 
B^ced Meat Ctttlcrs and 'Butcher 
w'orkmen of Aoierica. Donnelly 
aaid bis men ware defeated, and 
that in order to cave bis union from 
disruption ne would order his men 
to return to work, no matter what 
course might be taken by other 
unions. The other unions had no 
grievance of their own. but bad 
gone on strike. to aid the butchers. 
The packers announced that they 
would give placea as far as possi- 
ble to the skilled men, but said at 
the same time that many of these 
men would not be able to secure 
their old placea, as the work was 
being performed ia a satiafaiCtory 
manner by the men. During 

the strike appro>t«ately 53.000 
persona have beea isvolved, which 
estimated to hate «ost the men 
about $5,000,000 ■ la wages, as 
aitainsl an estimated loss of $7,500,' 
000 to the packera ia toss of busi- 
ness and in increaaad expenaes. 
The greatest number of men idle in 
Chicago during the strike was 26,- 
000 and the total in the country 
outside of the city is estimated to 
be about the same. The original 
cause of tbe strike waa a demand 
by the butchers' uoion that the 
packers pay to the uaakilled work- 
men ISH cents an hour. The pack- 
ers refused an agreement, but 
offered to arhiirate the question.

the greatest natural curiosity 
West Virginia, 

One side ot this mountain- 1 
western— is corered from apex 
the river's edge #ith loose ore or 
shale to the breadth of at least a 
quarter of a mile. Beneath this 
shaiey rock, no matter at what sea- 
son of the year, there is always 
plenty ol ice to bt found. When 
the nati vus want to jret a supply 
of ice they go to the mountain, lift 
up some ot the Hat stones aod dig 
or pick out all the ice they want. 
Ice has been gotten there as late in 
the season as Sept. 15, aod that 
always near the surface. 

The peopi* say that there is 
plenty of ice the year round only 
reiiuirmg a little deeper digging to 
get it. Snakes and other reptiles 
which seek to cross the spot on 
which ice is found freeze and be- 
come torpid before they succeed, as 
the frozen and deati bodies of many 
found lying on top ot the ground go 
lo show. 

Nothing will grow on or near the 
ice deposite, it is too cold lor that. 

Below, at the foot of the moun- 
tain, a progressive farmer has 
built a biyf U'ii dairy or cold storage 
house. The lo<r structure has been 
erected paitiv in and partly be- 
yoad the earth, and the interstices 
between the logs for the depth of 
several feet on the mountain side 
are packed full and tight with ice. 
while the same frozen liquid covers 
the floor to the depth of several 
Inches. 

No effort is made to keep out rep- 
tiles, for although meat, butter, 
eggs, etc.. are kept in the dairy, as 
it is called, snakes and other ver- 
min always become torpid before 
they can do mischief. 

This stran^^e curiosity has been 
known for some time, l>ut only 
lately have the people concluded to 
put it to use. 

The only Explanation of the freak 
given by persons familiar with the 
mountain is that the part of the 
mountain where the ice is found is 
composed ol loose rock or shale.
